form to the frivolouslife practifed there, where people 
do nothing but game and yawn, and among whom the 
reciprocal communication of languors, hatred, ¢DYY; 
flattery,and calumny alone prevails,

“Tt is in rural life alone that trne pleafures, the love

revived. Roufleau, therefore, fays with great truth 
tothe inhabitants of cities, that the country affords plea- 
fures which they do not even fufpect ; that thefe pieatures 
are lefs infipid, lefs unpelithed than they conceive; that 
tafte, variety, and delicacy may be enjoyed there ; that 
aman of merit, who retires’ with his family into the 
country, and turns farmer, will find his days pafsas plea- 
fantly as in the moft brilliant affemblies ; that a zoud 
houfewife inthe country may alfo be a charming woman, 
g woman adorned withevery agreeable qualification, 
and poffefs graces much more captivating than all thofe 
prim and affected females whom we fee in towns, 


The mind under refrefhing fhades, in agreeable val. 
fies, and delichtful retreats, forgets all the unpleafant 
tifcumf{tances it encountered in the world. The moft 
profligate and wicked characters are no longer remem= 
beted in fociety, when they are no longer feen. It is 
only in the tumultuous fcenes of civil life, and under the 
heavy yoke of fubordination, that the continual fhock 
ef reafon and good fenfe, againft the ftupidity of thofe 
‘who govern, fpreads.a torrent of miferies over human 
life. Fools in power render the lives of their inferiors 
bitter, poifen their pleafures, overturn all focial order, 
‘fpread thorns in the path of thofe who have-more une 
derftanding than themfelves, and make this world a 
Wale of difcouragement, indignation and tears. , Oh! 
that men of honour at court brave and skilful generals, 
able agents, fhould haye a vight to exclaim with the 
Philofopher, “(Had I but the wings of a dove, that [ 
might fly where my inclination leads me, and fix my 
‘dwelling as chance mightdiredt, I would take a diftant 
flight, and continue in the defert!

S Pelew came in fight, the jolly-boat hoifted Eng- 
lith colours, and fired three mufquets, which were 


¢red, as they approached nearer the fhore, by a 
“white flag ftuck on a vole: this was conceived to have 
"En fuggefted by the Malay, and proved to be fome 


“Wfthe white cloth that had been given to the King. 


‘Woh. It. P p Raa 
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Raa Kook having quitted his canoe, came into the jol. 
ly-boat; and eur people, on landing, fired three’ map 
quets more, after having hoifted their colours, and 
fixed them in the ground oppofite a houfe clofe to the 
water-lide, at the end. of the caufeway where they 
came on fhore; to which houfe our people were con 
dudted by Raa Kook, to wait the king’s comitg, che 
having dilpatched a meflenger to notity the Captainy 
arrival. 


Before the king appeared, fome of the natives were 
fent down with refrefhments ; they firft brought a large 
tureen, made of wood, in the fhape of a bird, andite 
laid with fhell, this was full of tweet drink ; they wif 
brought a painted ftand, about two feet in height, ine 
laid in the fame manner as the tureen, wpon’ whieh 
were fweetmeats garnifhed with Seville oranges ‘next 
came a bafket of boiled yams, followed by anotlier ‘of 
young cocoa-nuts; thefe were all placed in a Findof 
order, preparatory to the king’s coming. On his ar- 
rival Captain Wilfon rofe, and embraced him, ashe 
had done at their firft interview. Abba’‘Thulle ‘fat 
down by him, and they were then ferved with the be- 
forc-mentiened provifions, by a’ man who feemed to 
act as a butler, and gave to each a portion, by the 
king’s direclions. After’ this entertainment was over, 
Captain Willon offered him the prefent he had brought, 
which coufifted of fome iron-hoops, fome necklaces 
made of gold and filver lace, tied with ribbatd at each 
end; to which he meant to have added a few files, but 
one of the natives purfoined them from the perfon who 
had them in charge. 


The king came down without any ftate, and feémed 
only attended by thofe whom curiofity to fee the Eng: 
lith had brought together; the hoafe, and every part 
about it, was thronged by the natives, to fee our 
Captain,

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Captain, who had dreffed himfelf in the Company’s 
pniform. 

go After the repaft was ended, Mr. Devis, who was a 
dravght{man, being ftruck with the appearance of a 
women, who was prefent, took out a pices of paper, 
dnd. was making a fketch of her figure; which, before 
be had completed, the lady noticing th at he had re- 
peatedly looked her earneftly in the face, and marked 
domething down, was diftreffed at it, aS rofe up to go 
away, in appearance very much agitated; nor could 
dhe.be perfuaded to ftay, although fome of the Ru- 
packs prefent laughed heartily at her De tis: which 
Jded,our people to conceive that fic was the wite of 
gone of them. A Rupack looking over Mr. Devis’s 
dhoulder, feemed pleafed at the "repretentatton or, 
dikenefs, and wifhed to hand it.up to the king; who 
jdoreadily entered into a true idea of the art, that he 
ammediately fent a meflenger to order two of his wo- 
omen to. come down to the houfe where he was. They 
arrived very foon, and placed themfelves at the win- 


ow fronting where Mr. Devis was feated, at which 


sthefe ladies could ftand without being feen lower than 
the waift. Perceiving, as they looked into the houfe, < 
Amile. on every countenance, they at firf dppéaked 
\Pleafed themfelves, and the king told them the reafon 


swhy he had fent for them; but ioon noticing Mr. De- 
iis fixing his eyes carneftly on them, they di d not know 
i What to make of the bufinefs, and began to look ex- 


ieeedingly grave. The king then feemed to chide 
them, on which they ftood quict, and rather affamed 
aneafier air. Mr. Devis having finifhed his fketches, 


beptefented them to the king, he fhewed them immedi- 
ately to his women, who.feemed pleafed in viewing on 
riod paper a fancied likenefs of themfelves, and appeared 
m@@Sif a little afhamed at haying been fo foolifhly and 
widneceffarily diftreffed. 
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The king now fignified to his guefts, that he would 
conduct them upto the town. Pelew is hardly more 
than a quarter of a mile from the fhore ; they afcended 
a bank into a wood, led by the king and Raa Kook, and 
followed by a great concourfe of people. Having paff 
éd the wood, they found. themfelyes. on a fine broad 
caulfeway, or pavement, with rows of trees on each 
fide, forming a grove ; this caufeway was raifed abont 
two feet above the level of the ground, and was about 
ten feet in width, having a broad flat ftone running 
along the middle, for the ¢ greater convenicncy of walk. 
ing : it was paved on each fide with ftones of a {maller 
fize, and lefs worked; this caufeway led to the town, 
and then parted to the right and left; the one com 
ducting to where fome of their boat-houfes were erede 
ed, the other to their bathing-place: 


Having reached Pelew, they came into a large {quate 
pavement, round which were feyeral houfes ; our peo» 
ple were conduéted to one that ftood in the centre of 
one of the fides. Out of this houfe iffyed a number of 
women, who were willing to fee thefe new beings the 
Englith, and who they foon underftood were the wives 
of fome of the Rupacks, or great officers ot ftate ; thefe 
were rather fairer than the reft of the women, had 
fome little ornaments about them, and their faces and 
breafts were rubbed over with turmeric. 


Being arrived at their allotted dwelling, they learnt 
that the king had been there after his bathing, but 
underftanding they were gone abroad- with his bro- 
ther, he had retired to his own houfe, byt. had fest 
them feme fihh for fupper. After fupper, Raa Kook 
fent mat® for them to fleep on, and called himfelf be- 
fore he went to reft, to fee if they were fupplied with 
every thing they ftood in want of, and which. it prt 


his power to offer. Our people repofed on thefem 
at 
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wone end of the houfe, the king having ordercd fome 
éfhis own men to fleep at the other end, to prote& 
tiem from any inconveniency which might arife from 
tié curiofity of the natives, as well as to watch the 
és, made to keep them from the dews and mufquittog, 
yall refted very well, in the fulleft degree fatisfied 
itt the great attention and kindnefs of their new 
fiends. ‘The night proved both windy and wet,. but 
fiey found their habitation perfectly dry; their houfes 
being fo well thatched, that the weather rarely i is able 
to penetrate them.
